How Lettern Are Carried from Clvlllza 


tlon to tli« Huts and Mining Camp 
Amid the Snow Cupped Hills of th 
Far W«»t—Tragic Death of Swan Miaou 


The most welcome at all in theminin 


camps far up the Rocky mountain peaks 
are the mail carriers. Brave, hardy fellow 
they are that climb the peaks on snow 
shoes, delivering the mail and many pre 
cious packages that always fill the pouch 
Delivering the mails in the mountains i 
midwinter is a difficult and dangerou 
work. 
Sometimes the carrier is siwep 


away by a suowslide, and mouth i ral 
away before the brave fellow and his |)ouc 
are found. About fifty of these mountai 
mail carriers lose their lives yearly on th 
dangerous trails in Colorado carrying th 
mails on snowshoes to the frontier minin 
camps. In Utah, Idaho and other parts o 
the west in the same manner they fore 
their way over the lofty ranges. 


Some mountaineers are snowed in for th 


winter, and it is impossible to reach them 
but as far as possible the remotest settle 
meiits ill the valleys and on the peaks o 
the Kocky mountains have the mail sen 
to them. The carrier in the frontier of tl_ 
Rocky mountains straps the mail sack 
usually a No. 4, on his back, puts on hi 
Norwegian snowshoes, and with a long 
guiiling pole starts on his weary climl 
over the range. Usually there is a erowc 
at the little frontier postofHce to wish him 
good luck. Only men of known strengtl 
and courage can do this work, for twenty 
five pounds of letters, papers and package 
become very heavy and burdensome iu 
climbing the mountains. 


IIARDV CARRIERS. 


These carriers know the peaks, passes 


and trails as well as the city carriers do 
the streets and numbers of their districts 
But sometimes the storms are so sever* 
Unit even the old mountaineer grows weak 
with his heavy burden, and sinks almost 
exhausted in the obscure trail. 
With a 


compass in his hand, he carefully feels his 
way along the precipices and dangerous 
places, and often the storm is so severe 
and blinding that he is compelled to flnd 
shelter under some friendly cleft or dig 
for himself a bed in the snow banks. II 
no fuel be handy he must keep awake all 
night, for sleep would mean a rest from 
which he would not awaken. 


Although their great overcoats and cloth- 


ing may look rough, yet their underwear 
would please the fancy of the testnetic. 
The most of them have silk underwear, 
costing from twenty to forty dollars a suit. 
Under the rough looking gloves are hand- 
some silk ones. The silk keeps the cold 
out and retains the heat, and, if hard up, a 
mountain mail carrier will buy cheap outer 
clothing to save money for a handsome 
and warm suit of silk underwear and 
gloves. On reaching the summit of the 
mountains the carrier shoulders the pole, 
and, placing the snowshoes close together, 
begins his descent. 


The old timers on the trails will go down 


the mountains with the swiftness of the 
wind, a mile a minute, but woe to the one 
who is inexperienced, for out slips the 
guiding pole, np come suowshoes, and the 
unfortunate carrier, mail sack and all, goes 
rolling down the mountain.- sometimes 
the ice and snow are as hard and smooth as 
glass. The carriers of the Rocky mount- 
ains are as expert and agile as the chamois 
hunters of the Alps, and the man who can- 
not keep his equilibrium, rushing with 
lightning speed down the mountain side, 
is hardly worth a position under Uncle 
Sam for this work in mid-continent. 


The perilous trip brings him to some lit- 


tle mining camp nestled in the mountains. 
What a joyful greeting he receivesl There 
are people there from the east, far away 
New England and the sunny south. Some- 
times he is delayed by the storm on the 
range, and already the men of the camp 
have been searching for him, fearing that 
he had been lost or swept away by the ter- 
rible snowslide. Where is the postofflce? 
Iu the corner of the little store or rude ho- 
tel. The villagers collect, and all are eager 
to learn the latest news and read their let- 
ters.

The Stnmburg Clock. 


The present clock in the Cathedral of 


Strasburg was built in 1838 by a German 
clockmaker and machinist named Schwil- 
gue. It, however, replaced a similar clock 
which was built in 1571, and which in turn 
took the place of an earlier clock that, ac- 
cording to local records, was constructed 
iu the Thirteenth century by an unknown 
clockmaker. Many pieces of the two former 
clocks enter into the mechanism of that 
which is now regarded as the pride of the 
city, and it is believed that the main feat- 
ures of all three were identical. The remark- 
able points of this great timepiece are its 
calendars and its display of automata. The 
quarter hours at all times of the day and 
night are struck by an angel with a ham- 
mer, while by the angel's side an allegori- 
cal figure turns an hour glass as the bell is 
struck. 


A skeleton, surrounded by figures repre- 


senting childhood, youth, manhood and 
old age, tolls the hours, while v-rious de- 
ities, symbolical of the day of the. week, 
show themselves at each hour. At noon 
the twelve Apostles pass in review before 
the Savior, who, with outspread hands, 
gives his benediction; a cock crows, Satan 
appears and claims Judas, and other auto- 
mata go through various movements more 
or less replete with meaning. The calen- 
dars are as wonderful as the mechanism, 
since by them are indicated not only the 
minute and the hour, but the day of the 
week, of the month, of the season, of the 
year and the time of the moon. The most 
wonderful thing is the fact that the clock 
is said to be self regulating for an unlim- 
ited number of years in the future.—St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat.

Improved Submarine Vessels* 


The Detroit Boat company is construct- 


ng a submarine craft which is 40 feet 
ong, 9 feet beam and 14 feet depth of hold, 
"he mechanism is somewhat similar to 
hat of the submarine torpedo boat. Elec- 
ric storage batteries will be used for stor- 
ng oxygen, giving light and furnishing 
motive power. 
The improvement over 


ither submarine boats is claimed in the 
moyancy of the craft, which will come to 
he surface as soon as the electric motor is 
topped, whereas in other cases the ma- 
hinery must be working to bring it to 
he surface of the water. Besides a screw 
wheel at the stern there will be two wheels 
n either side of the boat. Turning an 
lectric switch will cause the vessel either 
o rise or plunge deeper in the water. It is 
eing built for pleasure.—New York Tele- 
ram.

There 
was a touch of gravity in it, as in that of 
Austria. There was something half Eu- 
ropean, half Asiatic, borrowed from St. 

There were a few imperial 
mantles taken from the old Rome of the 
Caesars. But, on the other hand, there was 
very little visible of that ancient court of 
France where the art of good taste veiled 
the gorgeousness of personal adornment. 
What this kind of luxury displayed was 
an utter lack of propriety, and in France 
whenever les convenances are lacking rid- 
icule Is not far off. 


This Bonaparte family, coming from a 


lonely isle which was barely French, and 
where it lived in mean circumstances, 
having for its chief a man of genius whose 
elevation was due to military laurels won 
at the head of republican armies, which 
armies were themselves the outcome of a 
democracy in a state of ferment—should 
not this family have discarded the old lux- 
ury and adopted a new method even in re- 
lation to the lighter side of life? Would 
not a noble simplicity have made it more 
Imposing and inspired confidence in its pow- 
er and its durability? Instead of this, the 
Bonapartes so far deluded themselves as to 
believe that a childish imitation of the 
kings whose thrones they had taken was 
one way of succeeding them.—Talleyrand's 
Memoirs in Century.

The Toll of a Comet, 


It is a wonderf.il sight to see a woman of

Those erratic cel««tial adventurers 
called comets are so named because the an- 
cients thought they resembled the flowing 
hair of a woman. These switches in the 
sky have been seen 100 degs. long, which is 
more than the distance from the zenith to 
the horizon. In the olden time the appear- 
ance of a comet was a dreadful event. The 
strange visitant struck terror to tho hearts 
of ignorant and superstitious people, be- 
cause it was thought to be a sign of the 
wrath of Jehovah, and that it presaged 
war, pestilence or famine. It was also a 
thing of dread because of fear that it might 
ran into the earth and knock all things 
terrestrial into smithereens. 


But, thanks to scientific research, in 


these latter days we know that the flaming 
comet is as harmless as a snowllake. The 
constituents of a comet are practically the 
same that are found iu all the nebulous 
mutter'in space. In fact it is not far out 
at the way to say that comets are simply 
masses of nebula) moving in,orbits around 
our sun, and it is quite probable that the 
other millions of suns orstars are similarly 
visited by the strange specters. The fact 
that stars can be seen through the nucleus 
or head of a cometclearly demonstrates that 
it is not a solid body. It is thought by as- 
tronomers that the mass of a comet is so 
light that its weight is far less than that 
of the earth's atmosphere. It is probable 
that the extreme tenuity of comets ac- 
counts for the eccentrictity of their orbits.

7th, 1818, Peter Appleton was elected church 
clerk, and Amos Corson treasurer. Amos 
Corson and C. J. Thompson were the first 
deacons of the church. 
On the 25th of 


March it was determined to call M. K. AVat- 
kinson as a supply for six months. At a 
special meeting held July 28th, Ib49, Amos 
Jorson, Charles Thompson and Peter Apple- 
oil were elected trustees from the church, 
and Lewis P. Kinscy, Jr., and Daniel P. 
Forst, for the congregation. 
At a meeting 


:ield February 2nd, 1S50, it was decided to 
ncorporate the church. At the same meet- 
ng a call was extended to lluv. C. J. Page, 


:o take the pastorship of the church. 
The 


articles of incorporation were granted on 
May 4th, 1850. At the meeting held in June, 
,he same year, it was determined to build a 
luirch, and committees were appointed to 
solicit subscriptions for that purpose, and to 
buy a lot, which was done, the present site 
being selected and bought. The church at 
this time was increasing rapidly in member- 
ship, new members being admitted almost 
every Sabbath. The church, meetings were 
beld in Washington Hall at the time. On 
June 18th, 18">1, the corner stone of the new 
church building was laid with appropriate 
ceremonies and the work of construction of 
the same was carried forward with due alac- 
rity. 
Kev. Page resigned the pastorate on 


October 1st, 185G. 
Rev. Wm. Swindon was 


called to the pulpit of the church and served 
until April, 1809. 
The next to occupy the 


pulpit was Rev. Miller, of Mount Holly, N. 
J., who served until April, 180'2. The pul- 
pit was filled by the supply committee until 
18C3 when Rev. Taylor in 1804' succeeded 
him, and retained the pastorate nearly two 
years. The next to follow was Rev. Bald- 


win, 
who was called August 7th, 1860 ; Rev. 


Mr. Goodwin from the 26th of March until 
the last Sunday in October of the year 1807. 
From this time until the next pastor was 
selected, the affairs of the church were in a 
bad condition. The pulpit was filled by var- 
ious ones, there being no regular pastor. At 


one time, in 18G6, the advisability of dissolv- 
ing the church was seriously medidated, and 
steps were even taken to execute this plan, 
bat fortunately wiser councils prevailed, and 
the church continued its struggles for exist- 
ance. On November 16tk, 1808, Rev. Bray 
was called to the position of pastor, and 
filled the pulpit until April 1st, 1870. There 
was no regular pastor again until July 31st, 
1871, when a formal call was extended to 
Rev. J. C. Hyde, who remained until June 
19th, 1874. 
Rev. C. E. Harden was pastor 


from December 28th, 1874, until June 19th, 
1870. 
Rev. Wm. H. Conard, of Davisville, 


was next called on July 26th, 1876, and 
served acceptably until Augnst 26th, 1880. 
He was succeeded by Rev. Levi G. Beck, of 
Philadelphia, who retained charge of the 
church until March 29th, 1886, when he re- 
signed. 
During his term of service, the 


church debt amounting to $4,500 was clear- 
ed through his efforts. 
Rev. I. D. King, of 


Philadelphia, was the next pastor, serving 
from May 27th, 1886, until November 25th, 
1888, when he resigned. The church was 
again without a regular pastor until Janu- 
ary 27th, 1890, when the present pastor,

SOME TEXAS INDIANS. 


TV» Alabaman Are Pretty Good Bed 


Men, 
and They Are Not Dead, Either. 


The Alabama Indians came from east ol 


the Mississippi river over 100 years ago 
They have been gradually reduced in num 
bers to about 230, of whom about sixty are 
warriors. The name of the chief is John 
Scott, and there are four leading, or rather 
subordinate chiefs, viz., Billy Ponchy 
Washington Silestine, Charley Thompson 
anil Joshua Poncho. They have acquired 
but little of the habits, customs, etc., ol 
civilisation, clinging with tenacity to the 
savage customs of their race. 


They are generally honest, truthful, and 


industrious; they are peaceful and very 
grave in demeanor, yet at the same time 
very susceptible to mirth when they per- 
ceive things ludicrous. A portion wear 
the sameclothing as their white neighbors; 
others, the garb of their forefathers. They 
are fond of ornaments, preparing them- 
selves beautiful work in beads aud colors. 


The men wear long black hair, and, 


where they have not adopted the dress of 
the whites, wear bright colored shirts and 
buckskin leggings. The squaws dress in 
bright colored calico, with a profusion of 
bead, tin and silver ornaments. The Ala- 
bama Indians take care of the old and help- 
less among them. They live in a village 
on Big Sandy creek, on a tract of 1,380 
acres of land given them by the state of 
Texas. 


They liave fields, and raise corn, cotton, 


sweet potatoes, sugar cane and peas, and 
huvehoiMes,cuttle, liogbandpoultry. They 
rui.se suilicient grain for bread, and pick 
cotton aud do other work for the farmers. 
They are also successful hunters. Their 
houses are built of lojrs aud slate, and, ac- 
customed to the open ujr us the inmates are, 
they aresufliciently comfortable. AH might 
buexpucteu, tho Indians are superstitious 
and believe in witchcraft. 


They are governed by their own tribal 


laws, which are in some instances very 
strict; they slay the murderer, etc. For 
Indians they are a handsome and intelli- 
gent tribe; their law prohibiting marrying 
with the whites or colored race is strict. 
They are expert ball players, and have the 
following dances: Tlie green corn, bear, 
horse, frog, deer, bird, chicken, scalp and 
war dances, aud mimic tlie different ani- 
mals and birds in their duuces. The Ala- 
bama Indians have been for some time in- 
structed by the Hev. Mr. Curry and his 
wife. Mr. Curry is now dead, and Mrs. 
Curry ihbtill teaching them, uud deserves 
grt-iit credit for- the care aud attention she 
Las given them.—Ualveston News.

Iii Krigland American railways are as a 


rule the object of almost unmixed lauda- 
tion. We see their marvelous cheapness, 
their flexibility of adaptation to rapidly 
changing circumstances, and the extraor- 
dinary technical ability with which they 
are managed. On the other hand, we 
pay little heed—perhaps because we have 
a difficulty in imagining them—to the 
personal preferences, the unjust discrim- 
inations, the wild fluctuations of rates, 
even the actual financial dishonesty, 
which looks so large in tho eyes of the 
American public, and have given to the 
agitation in favor of moro stringent state 
control, or even of state ownership, what- 
ever force it possesses. 


It is worth noticing, therefore, that these 


blots on the American system have no 
necessary connection whatever with tlie 
system of private management. 
It can 


hardly be doubted that the railways of 
England and the United States, whichever 
stood first, would secure the first and 
second place between them. In speed and 
in accommodation, whether for freighter
